This past Weds I learned of a used FT-817 w/500hz filter being offered 
for a good price. The ham offering it was a "1" call, so I looked him up 
on QRZ.COM and lo-and-behold, he lives less than 20 miles from me (this 
is actually amazing, I live in the boonies of N.VT). I had a minor 
problem of not having any "mad money" on hand, but that didn't stop me 
from contacting him... 


The gentlemen replied back that he still had the radio, it was about 4 
weeks old - reason for selling was that it just didn't have enough power 
for what he wanted to do. Seemed like a good enough reason... 


You might recall that I recently sold a Norcal 20 here on this list to 
finance the purchase of a KAT1 for my K-1. Well, if I took the money 
from that sale, and sold the K-1... I would be getting close (not too 
close, but closer) to what I needed for that FT-817. So, a bit of 
"creative" financial fiddling later, I had the cash... and yes, 
regretfully I sold my beloved K-1. It went to a good home and I know it 


will get used. I also have a promise that if it is ever to come up for 
sale that I get first crack at buying it back. Another funny thing is I 
get the impression that wheelin' and dealin' ham equipment to buy more 
ham equipment is a whole ‘nother sub-part of this hobby. ;) 


I picked up the FT-817 this afternoon. First impression was that there 
is no way that much radio can fit into that small a case. It is xsmallx, 
about the size of my mobile 2m rig (an Icom 2100H) - actually it looks a 
little smaller. To quote Brian, N1BQ "it covers DC to light" - 160m to 
440Mhz is more like it, but I like his description better. Modes 
supported are LSB, USB, CW, CWR, AM, FM, DIG (Digital) and PKT (Packet). 
I'm most concerned about CW as that's what I usually operate. 
Interestingly, the CW mode is on the USB side of the signal on all 
bands, while CWR (CW Reverse) is on the LSB side. I was under the 
impression that "normal" CW mode is on the LSB side, at least it is on 
my IC-746. 


The FT-817 remembers what mode you have set on a per-band basis, and I 
think the memories remember as well. I don't typically use the memories 
on HF radios, so I haven't really investigated. I did program one 2m 
repeater into memory though (more on that in a minute). 


I found the initial operation fairly straightforward, but did crack the 
manual and run through some of the configuration settings to make sure 
it was setup correctly. The first thing I noticed is there are xA LOT 
of options available! This is quite literally a big radio stuffed into a 
small package. Initially I found these options confusing as most of them 
are identified by a three letter abbreviation that wasn't immediately 
obvious. A trip the manual (which is well organized) revealed their 
meaning. 


Initial QSO's were made on 20m; G3PNH, Benard in Wiltshire and F5PWJ, 
Roger (exact QTH was QSB'ed, but I'm assuming somewhere in France). Both 
gave me a 579. F5PWJ was a 559 here with bad QSB. Both were made at 5w 
to a 80m full wave horz loop. I found the rcevr end to be pretty good. 
Not amazing, but pretty good. 


Next up was the KB1BRN repeater (FM, about 25 miles to the south). Using 
a homebrew 2 meter beam on my roof I had no problem at all hitting the 
repeater and having a nice QSO with K4STR. Corky said the audio quality 
was good. He also mentioned that he had won the PSK-80 at the Milton 
hamfest last week, so we talked about that a bit. 


Since my XYL is over at her moms this evening, I had a nice long 
sit-down dinner with the FT-817 manual and read it cover to cover. The 
operation now seems less cryptic then before, but I am still amazed at 
all the stuff crammed into this little radio. Finding the options seems 
straight forward and operating a split seems to be easy enough. I'm 


going to give it a try in the fox hunts this week. I'm also up as the 
cub fox weds night, so I'll use the radio then. 


Other comments; The CW filter is a must. I'm glad this one had it 
installed. The power draw specs call for 450ma and 2amp on transmit - 
ouch. At the moment I've got the rig hooked up to my shack power supply. 
For portable ops I've got two 4.5amp/hour gel cells - how long they last 
will prove interesting. I can't imagine loading this rig up with 8AA 
alkalines like it calls for, I think it would eat ‘em pretty quickly. 


Couple of wishes; Wish it had a couple of keyer memories, seems silly 
that it doesn't. Wish it had an automatic antenna tuner option, would be 
handy. Also wish the mic and keyer plugged in the front instead of the 
side and rear (respectively). One downside to this radio is the recessed 
buttons/knobs, people with big hands/fingers WILL NOT like operating 
this radio. 


Overall first impressions however are good. I will again mention that 
I'm amazed there is this much radio in such a small package. Yes, I 
think I'll eventually buy another K-1, but overall I'm glad I had the 
opportunity to get the FT-817.

My biggest gripe about these things, at least the Surfboards, is they 
don't do what I need. I have a DDS chip sitting in it's packing tube 
because I don't have a good way to mount it. It's leads are .0256" on 
center. The Surfboards are .05" on center. No help at all. 


What I'm going to try is to make a board. The plan is to fire up 
AutoCad and draw a series of lines .0256" apart. I'll print it real 
size. Tape it to a small bit of PC blank and run a sharp knife along 
the lines. If I'm careful and use a straight edge, I'll get some lands 
to solder the chip to. The whole thing can be glued to the the PC board 
I'm building my DDS on. I'll use wirewrap wire (30 gauge stuff) to 
connect the little board to the big one.

All week I have been test driving my old Kenwood TS-50 which has a 
real good 500 Hz cw filter. On 4 Fox Hunts I found my cw filter sounded 
odd and it seemed to attenuate signals. In despiration I turned off the 
narrow filter and listened to 2400 Hz crud during the hunts. 


So this afternoon I got the laptop with the wonderful Gram 
spectrometer software, and hooked my Noise Bridge to the antenna, and 
looked at the passband of both filters. The SSB filters looked ok but the 
CW filter was centerd over 10 Hz! It was so badly different from last time 
I measured it when it was centered over 800 Hz. I had the pictures from 
last time I looked at it (very good idea too). 


Looked at the book and saw no way to adjust the frequency of the 
cw filter! So said I "crum I'll try using if Shift". I found the if Shift 
pot and it was not in the center! I said shxix and put it back into the 
detent and looked at all 3 filters and they are identical to last time.

any consequence below about 45MHz (where the 602/612's are "spec'd"

About a year ago, I did some testing for a QRP vendor to compare the 
performance between the thru-hole and surface mount version of the 
SA612's and found none. This was confirmed by another QRPer. So even 
the thru-hole vs SMC style seems to make little difference (other than 
physical size and hassle of trying to build ugly with the SMC version!).

Greetings Gang, 


Just a quick note about the fun I was having yesterday with a Universal 
transmitter board I built for 20 meters. The board was part of the G3RIV 
Six-Pack set we received at FDIM 1998. I populated it with parts from the 
workshop supply. Yep, I'm one of the ones who orders ahead from the various 


suppliers in anticipation of a fit of late night building. 


I modified the circuit just a bit to allow me to zero-beat the VXO without 
keying the final. I started the day with the VXO using just a 50 pf air 
variable cap (flea market table discovery at Hamvention a couple of years 
ago). I then added a 15uh choke (the design notes called for a 22uh choke), 
but that was way to much for the xtal I had in the circuit. I replaced that 
one with a 4.7uh choke and now can cover 14.054 to 14.064 without chirping. 
The transistor for the final is a 2N3553 pumping out a healthy 1 watt. First 
time on the air yesterday resulted in 5 states, New Jersey, Vermont, Maine, 
Mississippi, and Georgia, all from my CQs to a long wire antenna. Talk about 
fun! The QSK circuit is really nice in this particular version of the 
Universal design. The transmitter is housed in one of the mini-bud boxes 
purchased at the local Radio Shack. 


If you got one of the Six-Pack boards at FDIM in '98, give the Universal 
transmitter board a try. It is easy to build and fun to operate. 


Time to brew fresh coffee and head back to 20 meters.

The NiMH have a higher (about 30% more) capacity for their size and 
weight. 

The NiMH can be charged over and over at partial discharge with no 
problem. 

Environment friendly - no toxic heavy metals 

NiMH batteries are designed for power intensive applications. 

Voltage discharge curve is flat (flat until 80% usage vs 45% for NiCd) 


NiMH Cons: 


Overcharge Tolerance is Lower 
Self discharge rate is higher 


A note about alkalines: 


Their voltage drops rapidly when used in a power intensive applications, 
so while will last longer, the voltage output will be lower faster. 


They do have a higher capacity for their weight so in some cases may be 
better (long trip with no ability to recharge)

While down in Phoenix yesterday for the monthly AZ sQRPion 
meeting at Luby's, just before the meeting I ran over to 
RadioShack.com on Country Club Drive off of HWY 202. I 
bought two of the 1.3AHr gel-cells that they have on sale 
for $9.97 (regularly $14.99). Their part number 960 0332. 
I don't know if you can order these through your local 
RadioShack and avoid the shipping charges over the Internet 
order from http://www. radioshack.com/ 


The batteries that I got were both labeled as manufactured by 
Universal Battery in China. UB1213 12V 1.3AHr was the labeling. 
Also on the label was the following: 


Constant Voltage Charge at 20 deg C Voltage Regulation Initial Current 


Standby Use 13.5-13.8V No Limit 
Cyclic Use 14.0-15.0V 0.39A MAX 


Which I take to mean that if you can come up with a constant voltage supply 
with output at 13.5V, you can charge the puppy and leave it until you need it. 
But I have a gel-cell charger that charges the cell and then floats at around 
13.4V 

or so. I charged one of the cells overnight. 


Battery weighs in at 20.3 oz on the postal scale or has a mass of 577 gms or 0.577 
kg. 

It also has a date code of Sept 6, 2000, so they are pretty new batteries. 

But I have some gel-cells with date codes 1992 and they still are working very 
well. Mileage may vary. 


So for you backpackers I am going to run the following experiment starting at 
1700UTC March 4th, 2001 (Sunday). I will put one of the fully charged batteries 
on the Elecraft K1 (#497) and have it on 20 meters. Initial voltage with K1 in 


receive 
mode is 13.1V 


I will be around 14.060MHz from 1700QUTC until the battery voltage reaches 11.5V 
I will set the keyer speed to 20wpm to 25wpm (but I will slow down if needed). 
I will call CQ and work as many as I can (no split even for a pileup :-) ) 
Let's see how many states I can get. I will be running only 1.00W out as I 
consider 

this about the power level that one might use in the field to conserve battery 
power 

over a weekend. 


I took another battery and ran the following experiment on the K1. I put the K1 
through 

a OHR WM-2 (the old one when KE8KL mfg'd the kits) and a dummy load. I used the 
tune function 

for the following settings and here is what I got.

As one can see, you just about have to have an accurate wattmeter to measure your 
output. I have always been concerned about accuracy in any measurement and I 
guess 

that comes from my training early in life. 


And I did note that I got different results for the same setting in the menu power 
out and what the display showed. And this may be due to critical timing in the 
microprocessor code. The + and - buttons can cause a change in the output while 
in the tune mode, i.e. the buttons are not disabled when you put the K1 into the 
tune mode. So the release of one or both buttons is critical at the time you put 
the K1 into the tune mode. FYI. 


Sorry for the last minute posting, but I'm on the air until the juice runs out. 
I'll report battery measurements over this time period when I get through.

This is interesting, as I just replied to Jeff Gruden (the original poster) 
offline about this, telling him what surprisingly good retention results I 
get with the Maha AA batts I use. They stay in my Olympus C-3030Z camera in 
my car (temperature extremes) all the time with infrequent charging and 
have always been ready to go. I think it's a matter of expectations, and if 
you expect NiMH and NiCad batteries to have a shelf life similar to 
Alkaline and Lithium, you'll be disappointed. 


Both NiMH and NiCad batteries do have significant self-discharge rates 
(retention rate) compared to Alkaline and Lithium and obviously would *xnotx 
be a good choice for use in clocks, smoke detectors or a two month QRP trip 
on the trail without recharging capability. But NiMH batteries are perfect 


for shorter term, high current use. By the way, somehow during its 
evolution, and long before Dave's posting, this thread got off-kilter and 
started referring to "for backup purposes." Jeff's original posting only 
mentioned "for field use", a totally different concept, at least to me. 
Neither NiMH nor NiCad batteries in a non-recharge circumstance would be 
appropriate for any kind of backup purpose. 


Digital cameras are excellent testimony for the efficacy of NiMH in high 
current demand situations as they pull a relatively large amount of current 
repeatedly for short periods, separated by longer periods of much lower 
current flow (hmm, sounds like a transceiver, doesn't it?) I am constantly 
amazed that the 1550 mAh Mahas will give me from 120 to 150 exposures on 
the 3030 while a set of NiCads is good for about 30 to 40 and Alkalines 
fewer than 20. As an example, a vacation trip last fall resulted in 125 
exposures over a 5-day period on one set of batteries. 


As I also told Jeff in my reply, I can't think of any situation where I 
would not choose NiMH over NiCad. It seems to me that any slight reduction 
in retention is more than offset by NiMH's much greater capacity. And they 
are actually xlessx finicky about charging as they suffer no memory effect 
and can be discharged and charged to less than full capacity with no harm. 
I think a couple of freshly charged sets of NiMH batteries would easily 
take care of a not-too-lengthy QRP trail expedition, assuming you'd use 
something with a K1's current requirement, or less.

Interesting thread. 


I recently bought a pair of NiMH AA batteries to use in my GPS receiver and 
notice that even with a full charge, the "battery life" indicator on my 


receiver displays 80% rather than 100% I get with new alkalines. I think 
this is probably due to the fact that full charge voltage on NiMH batteries 
is only around 1.2 volts, where an alkaline is 1.5 volts. So to make 12 
volts for a typical QRP rig, you'd need 2 more NiMH's (and therefore more 
weight) than if alkalines were used. 


Does the extra current capacity of NiMH's make up for the lower voltage that 
they deliver? 


BTW, I have discharge characteristics for a 10-cell alkaline AA pack I used 
to power my Norcal 40A and an SST rig at:

I don't think this is really a fair statement. If you take 8 Alkaline 
batteries they will start off at around 12 Volts, but the voltage drops 
as they are used. With the NiMH batteries the voltage is almost constant 
until they are discharged. If you look at the performance charts for the 
Alkaline batteries it is clear that the voltage will drop to about 1.4V 
per cell after about 10% of their life. So you are now running 11.2 
volts, not 12 volts. It will drop to 1.3 volts when about 30% other their 
Capacity is gone. So now you are running only 10.4 Volts. 


What this means is you use only 8 Alkaline batteries you are dead in the 
water unless you have a rig that can run on that low a voltage (DSW, K2, 


or K1.) 


If you want to put the alkaline and NiMH batteries on the same footing 
you are going to need 10 of each. Be careful though as the Alkalines 
start out at about 1.6 volts for each cell or 16 volts for a 10 pack. A 
lot of the rigs are not rated for more than 15 volts. You have to deal 
with that problem - there are plenty of easy solutions thought. 


What I'd really like to see it someone compare the useable life of NiMH 
and alkalines with something like the K1 with the power set at about 3 
watts. I'd go with 10 of each, with suitable steps taken to ensure the 
voltage for the alkalines starts under 15 volts. Perhaps using 9 cells 
plus a dummy cell for a short period at the start. If the alkalines beat 
the NiMH then I would try it with just 8 alkalines. The K1 can adjust 
for the declining voltage from the alkalines and keep the power output at 
3 watts.

Actually 8 NiMH cells are more that enough for Rigs like the NC40, 
DSW, SWL even the K1. 8 NiMH Cells provide several hours of operation 
for these rigs, running 1-2 Watts, which is about optimal for the 
supply voltage:

I've not done extensive testing, but I have done some. I ran my K1 for 
abt 1-2 hours listening and calling CQ. When done I measured the Vbatt 
(open circuit) when done the batts at 9.6Vdc. 


FWIW I ran a DSW-40 form a fresh 9V batt for abt 45 mins in a test I 
did last year. Frankly I was surprised it lasted that long. 


Also, check the Elecraft archives, Wayne did some testing with the K1 
and 8 NiMH batts not to long ago. 


Hope that helps.
